New Delhi, the 3rd June, 1982 

S.O. 387(E). —In exercise powers conferred by section 82* 
of the Indian Railways Act, 1890 (9 of 1890), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend iho Railway Accidents (Compensation) Rules, 1930, 
namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Accidents 
(CompensationXAmendment) Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their nub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2, (1) In the Explanation below rule 3, for the words “an 

Additional Chief Presidency Magistrate, an Addi¬ 
tional District Magistrate and in the State of As¬ 
sam Political officer in that State’’, the words “an 
additional Chief Presidency Magistrate and an 
Additional District Magistrate” shall be substi¬ 
tuted. 

(2) for sub-rule (2) of rule 4, th e following paragraph 
shall be added, namely : 


“It may also appoint, not withstanding the provisions 
of rule 4(1), an adhjc Claims Commissioner to 
cnquiie into and determine claims arising out of 
a minor accident if, in its opinion, it is expedient 
to do so m the interests of speedy disposal of 
such claims and transfer to such ad hoc Claims 
Commissioner any cases of claims pending with 
ex officio Claims Commissioners in the area who 
shall then ceases to have jurisidiction in respect 
of such cases so long as the ad hoc Claims Com¬ 
missioner holds office”; 

(3) for sub-iule (1) of rule 5. the followng shall be subs¬ 
tituted : 

“(I) An ad hoc Commissioner appointed to enquire 
into and determine claims arising out of nn 
accident shall be paid suen remuneration and 
such travelling and other allowances as may be 
determined by the Central Government;” 

(4) for sub-rule (2) of rule 5, the following paragraph 
shall be added, namely :— 

“He may also be paid a suitable honoratium as deter¬ 
mined by the Central Government per case de¬ 
cided by him on meiits within a period of six 
months from the date of accident.” 
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
